that was very interesting. He 
said he had found the general idea 
to be that the Mormons were 
necessarily sensual and immoral, and 
that there was something in the prac- 
tice of polygamy which was debasin 

to fine instincts and destructive o 

what Gentiles understood as home 
life and beautiful domestic tradi- 
tions. He was convinced that, on 
the — — polygamy had a great 
many things in its favor and not 
many objectionable features. His own 
recollections of his boyhood life at 
home were very happy, and for the life 
of him he could not see that there was 
any difference between his memories 
of the happiness of his childhood and 
those of other men with whom he had 
talked. He was just as fondly at- 
tached to his mother and father as 
other children were, and his father’s 
other wives whom he knew as his 
“aunts,” occupied the same relation- 
ship towards him and filled the same 
place in his affections that the aunts 
of other boys did, and it was his 
observation that Mormon children 
were just about as well raised and 
received as much love and affection as 


other people’s children. On the ques- 


tion of the morality of the institution, 
he was outspoken and said that poly- 
gamons marriages had a tendency to 
greatly reduce vice in any community,

and to a sensible woman there was no 
cause for jealousy and no more rea- 
son for ordinary unhappiness than 
wives would experience among mono- 
gamists. When a man had several 
wives each of them knew exactly all 
his relationships with women, and, 
being reared to expect such relation- 
ships, accepted them as a matter of 
course and thought nothing at all of 
them. The man who mistreats his 
wives among the Mormons very soon 
loses caste. His wives could ap 

to the Church and to the authorities 
for protection and relief, and his life 
would be made so burdensome, unless 
he mended his ways, that there was 
every inducement for reform and 
none for persistence in evil courses. 
Besides, the man who did not treat 
his first wife properly would find it 
very difficult to get another to join 
his family. There were unhappy Mor- 
mon marriages as there are unhappy 
Gentile marriages, but he did not 
believe that the number of unhappy 
wives was as great in Utah in propor- 
tion to the number of marriages as 
existed elsewhere in the United 
States.

There is some difference in the character of originators, and those who 
seemingly so willingly believe slanderous reports; but there is manifestly 
a lack of fairness, a gross indifference to the truth, and an inexcusable 
prejudice characterizing the latter class. When people believe reports 
charging “Mormon” Elders with immorality, they display a wonderful 
ignorance of the character of the Latter-day Saints, and also of the means 
of warfare which have been urged by their political enemies in Salt Lake 
City against them. It is well known there, that when young men and 
young women of “ Mormon” parentage are induced to walk in the path 
of immorality, they depart from the teachings and faith of their fathers, 
and thereby strengthen the opposition to “Mormonism.”

The Spirit of God will not 
dwell in impure tabernacles. “Mormonism” inculcates virtue and anta- 
gonizes vice. Therefore, to charge the “Mormon” people with immorality, 
or with sending Elders abroad to entice people to lives of immorality, is 
one of the most outrageous slanders of the age. It is, however, no, more 
base than many of the charges which were falsely made against the Re- 
deemer of mankind, who said to His disciples: “If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before it hated you. If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own; but because ye are not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth you.” | 

The Saints have been made partakers of the everlasting Gospel; they 
have been chosen out of the world, and are, therefore, hated and perse- 
cuted. They contemplate with sorrowful feelings the condition of those 
who are continually fighting against the truth. Many of the latter, it is 
true, know not what they are doing; but the light of the Gospel has 
again come into the world, and they have the privilege of seeking it. It 
is a serious thirg to kick against the pricks; to reject the everlasting 
Gospel, and to treat with contempt the servants of the Lord. We would 
that their eyes were open to see their present situation, that they might 


turn unto the Lord and serve Him, for we know that the hour of God's 


judgment has come, and unless they repent, they will suffer the dreadful 
consequences of their acts.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 
It is announced that E. R. Dart, of the engineer’s office, Cheyenne, Wyom. 
ng, has been appointed to the superintendency of the Union Pacific Railroad 
yards at Salt Lake City. 

The Nephi Plaster Mill and Manufacturing Company now gives employ- 
ment to twenty-three hands in their mill and quarries, which have a ener 
of one hundred and forty tons a day. 

Ogden is to have a Democratic newspaper with E. A. McDaniel at the head 
ef it. It will he run by an incorporated company, the same as now publishes 
the Inter- Mountain Merchant, Monday Morning, etc. It will be issued every 
evening. 

At a Ward conference held in the Tenth Ward, Salt Lake City, on Sunday 
evening, May 4, 1890, Brother Joseph Keddington was unanimously sustained 
as second Counselor to Bishop Adam Spiers, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the removal of Brother William Griffin from the ward. Brother Keddington 
was ordained as High Priest and set apart to act in the position named.

A lad casualty occurred at Cache County, on May ard. Dame 
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the prevalence of a storm a young woman named Baker, aged about sightéen 
years, was walking across a field in the vicinity of the settlement, holding an 
umbrella to protect her from the rain. Heavy thunder and vivid lightning 
were prominent features of the storm. The young woman was struck by the 
electric fluid, the current passing from the back of the head down her back 
and right leg, burning her clothing, tearing her shoe to shreds and injuring her 
terribly. She was instantly stricken to the ground in a condition of insensi- 
bility. Fortunately some persons who were near hastened to her assistance 
and carried her to a neighboring house. She subsequently recovered ‘a degree 
of consciousness, but her body appeared to be convulsed as a result of the 
terrible shock she received. 

One of the big ten-wheel passenger engines of the Denver and Rio Grande 
backed up to a train of eleven big Pullman sleepers in Pueblo on the morning 
of the Sth inst. Five minutes later the train, says the Denver News, pulled out 
and in a short time was flying through the Royal gorge. Other trains had 
made the same trip, but the eleven sleepers, filled with Raymond excursion- 
ists, was the first broad guage train that ever passed through the Grand 
canon of the Arkansas. The last few lengths of rail to complete the laying 
of the third rail through the canon had only been laid the day before. When 
the Raymond party expressed a wish to visit the gorge before going west, the 
Rio Grande quickly arranged for the trip. The track, which is laid on a bed 
of stone nearly all the way through the canon, was as smooth as a floor, and 
the train made splendid time. It is probable that broad guage iad will 
soon be run to Salida. 

Preparations are being made for the largest mining boom in the 8 
Fork District camp that has been witnessed since 1872. The roads are being 
put in first-class shape. Contracts are being let daily, and by the Ist of June 
the jolly miner's pick and blast will be heard through every vaulted winding 
of American Fork canon. Among the many good mines that will be worked 
is the Treasure, on Millar Hill, and adjoining the famous Millar mine. This 
is the property of the Treasure Consolidated Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany, and has about 900 feet of tunnels and shafts in it already. Several 
good strikes of ore made late last fall in this mine led to the organization of 
this company, and money will be easily raised now to push work on in this 
mine. The same company also own the Dolphin, Nemo and Oliver, all claims 
of rich promise and already worked to quite an extent. The present favor: 
able silver legislation gives a new impetus to the miniug industry, and eastern 
capitalists are eager to take hold of and W Utah's rich but much neglected 
camps. 

A dispatch from Batte, Montana, says that on May 2nd, about four o'clock 
two employes of the Alice mine, John Oates and Geo. A. Squires, were in- 
stantly killed. They had been working on the 1,000-foot level and had put 
a blast which was ready for firing. In order to clear the shaft they placed a 
a couple of timbers called guides upon the cage and signaled to be hoisted to 
the 1,200-foot level. When a little over half way up one of the guides fell out 
catching against the side timbers of the shaft and bracing against the floor of 
the cage. Strong as was the timber, it could not stand the strain of a 200
